Agents PETRAKIS and SWITZER are being assigned ■— 
this project to interview all of the individuals listed \ 
above, with the exception of MARTIN, who was previously \ 

interviewed by these agents. The results of each interview 
are to be submitted on an appropriate FD-302 for the 100 case 
with one flimsy copy. It is suggested that the film or a 
copy be obtained for review and submission to the Bureau. /
